CONSORTIUM HEAD URGES GREATER GOVERNMENT SUPPORT 
FOR PRIVATE HIGHER EDUCATION 


Washington, D.C.--"Tuitions at private universities are, on the 
average, five times greater than tuitions at public universities. This 
differential must be reduced or eliminated if we are to retain a healthy 
plurality in higher education," said' Reverend John Philip Whalen, execu¬ 
tive director, Consortium of Universities of the Washington Metropolitan 
Area, in a commencement address May 7. 

Speaking to the graduates of George Washington University’s Graduate 
School of Arts and Sciences, Reverend Whalen strongly urged government 
at all levels to increase its support for .private higher education.- 

Reverend Whalen also said "...if the wisdom to which formal education 
can lead is in fact a national resource of the first order, and I believe 
it is, then our citizens have every right to expect, and to demand, that 
it be fostered by a level of funding from our taxes that makes available 
both public and private education to all who can profit from it. Public 
education is already supported to a major degree by state taxes but private 
education is not. ..; The prospect-of a monolithic and exclusively public 

university system is a dreary <one indeed. At the Federal level only about

Wendy Milligan, daughter of Mrs. Lucille Askins of High Street in 
Cambridge has been selected by George Washington University to 
receive a scholarship through the incentive Grants Program of 
The National Fund For Minority Engineering Students (NFMES). These scholarships 
are awarded yearly to minority students who have demonstrated the academic 
and intellectual ability to succeed in engineering as well as financial 
need. This year, NFMES is distributing approximately $900,000 in grants to 
over 1,000 students at seventy-one engineering institutions. 

Ms. Milligan, a sophomore, graduated from Cambridge High School, and 
is studying civil engineering at GWU's School of Engineering and Applied 
Science. 

Established in 1974 as the financial catalyst for increasing the 
nation's supply of minority engineers, NFMES provides grants to engineering 
schools in order to promote aggressive recruiting of minority students. The 
Fund's grant money is only available to those schools that increase their 
enrollments of minority students. 

Major industrial corporations, eager to recruit more minorities for 
technical and managerial careers, are in larger part supporting the work of 
this organization. An engineering degree can lead to a business career in 
manufacturing, research and development, marketing, engineering design, and 
management. Roughly sixty percent of the top management of major industrial 
corporations have engineering degrees.

GWU BOARD OF TRUSTEES ELECTS NEW CHAIRMAN, FIVE NEW MEMBERS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. 1 -- The George Washington University Board of 
Trustees at its annual meeting Thursday, May 18, elected a new chairman 
and five new members. 

Glen A. Wilkinson, Washington attorney, was elected board chairman. 
The five new trustees are: L. Stanley Crane, president of the Southern 
Railway System; Morton I. Funger, Washington area realtor, president 
of Community Realty Company, Inc.; Jolin T. Sapienza, Washington attorney; 
Carlcton M. Stewart, chairman and chief executive officer of the American 
Security Corporation and American Security Bank, N.A.; and Robert L. Tull, 
chairman of the board and chief executive officer of Security Storage 
Company of Washington, D.C. Mr. Crane was elected as an alumni trustee, 
the others as charter trustees. 

Sidney A. Levine, M.D., of Melrose, Mass., who has served 
six years as an alumni trustee, was made a charter trustee. 

Retiring board chairman Charles E. Phillips, who has served as 
a trustee for 15 years, the last six as chaiiman, was honored with 
the title of chairman emeritus. He joins former board chairman E.K. 
Morris in holding this title. 
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In other actions, the Board of Trustees: 

--Raised the mandatory retirement age for all university 
employees from 65 to 70, effective January 1, 1979 
--Established an Engineering Honors Scholarship Program to 
provide one-half tuition scholarships each year to 25 
students who seek to obtain a bachelor’s degree in 
engineering with an option to continue for a master's degree 
--Endorsed the "Sullivan Principles" with regard to the 
university's policy toward investment in corporations with 
significant operations in South Africa. (The "Sullivan 
Principles" comprise a set of standards to be used 
voluntarily by corporations with operations in South 
Africa in an attempt to ameliorate working conditions for 
blacks in that country.) 

Chairman-elect Wilkinson, who will assume his post July 1, has been 
a partner in the law firm of Wilkinson, Cragun 5 Barker since its founding 
in 1951 (as Wilkinson, Boyden § Cragun). A law alumnus of George Washington 
University (Juris Doctor, with honors, 1938), he is a native of Ogden, 

Utah, where he attended public schools prior to entering Brigham Young 
University where he received his B.S. in 1934, majoring in journalism and 
economics.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Federal Procurement Lav , Volume I, (dealing 
with contract formation) by Ralph C. Nash, Jr. and John Cibinic, Jr., 
both professors of law at The George Washington University, has been 
published in its third edition.

(EHS)" has recently been established by the School of Engineering and Applied 
Science ( 3 EAS)at George Washington University. The scholarship has been created 
to recognize and foster academically excellent students.
